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Forces Legislature ef 
Missouri to Stick to 
One-Man, One Vote

ST. LOUE, Mo. (AP)- Paul 


W. Preisler is a 67-year-old cru- 
sader who won't take no for an 
answer when it comes to the 
one-man, one-vote principle. 


Three times he has success- 


fully filed suits forcing the Mis- 
souri Legislature to remap state 
congressional districts to make 
them more equal in population. 


Now he has turned his attack 


to the state's two-thirds majori- 
ty requirement for passage of 
bond issues. A decision in those 
cases is pending. 


"It doesn't make sense when 


one no vote is equal to two yes 
votes," he says. 


Missouri is one of about 20 


states that has either state or lo- 
cal laws requiring more than a 
simple majority for passage of 
propositions such as bond issues 
or tax levies. 


to recent months, judges in 


West Virginia, Idaho and Cali- 
fornia have declared invalid a 
requirement of more than 50 per 
cent. The legal attack is also 
being waged in Iowa and Minne- 
sota and "it's going to snow- 
ball," Preisler said. 


Preisler is an unassuming 


biochemist-turned-lawyer 
who 


files "citizen suits," usually at 
his own expense, to protect "our 
democratic principles." 


The tall bachelor organized a 


teachers union in St. Louis in 
1930 only to find the school 
board forbade teachers from 
joining. His court suit to get the 
restriction lifted was successful. 


His other suits, over the 


years, 
have 
established the 


right of school board members 
to be elected on a nonpartisan 
basis, the right of minority par- 
ties to have poll watchers and 
the right of a nonpartisan candi- 
date to run for Congress. 


Just before receiving a law 


degree in 1954 he successfully 
argued before the Missouri Su- 
preme Court against a state 
senatorial redistricting in St. 
Louis. 
The 
districts 
were 


changed but, Preisler muses, he 
received "only a B" in the law- 
school course for which he filed 
the suit as a class project. 


In 1961 he first challenged 


Missouri's 
newly drawn 


"grossly unequal," with a popu- 
lation difference of 128,000 be- 
tween the largest and smallest 
districts. He lost the suit before 
the state's highest court. 


The U.S. Supreme Court's 


one-man, 
one-vote 
decision 


came in 1964, based on a Geor- 
gia case. It called for "equal 
representation for equal num- 
bers of people." 


Since then, Preisler has filed 


three suits in federal court, 
each one being upheld on the 
basis that the districts could be 
more equal. The last remap, 
done this year, has a difference 
of about 1,300 between the larg- 
est and smallest districts. Preis- 
ler is satisfied. 


Despite his claim that "no one 


gets hurt by my lawsuits," 
Preisler has been something of 
a problem to politicians, espe- 
cially when his suits concern 
e l e c t i o n s . One newspaper 
dubbed him "a Don Quixote 
with muscle who tilts at estab- 
lishment windmills and wins."

Ends Quietly

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


muffled drums stuttered their 
funeral 
cadence, 
the bobbing 


candles flickered in the chill 
breeze, and the solemn "March 
against Death" filed before the 
White House. 


"My son, Timothy Clark," a 


middle-aged man with tears on 
his cheeks called out as he 
strode past the gate of the exec- 
utive mansion, his slain son's 
name flapping against his coat. 


The night grew colder Thurs- 


day and it rained but still it 
came, the long, procession- 
widely gapped by its own obedi- 
ence to traffic lights—bearing 
candles and the names of Viet- 
nam war dead, Vietnamese vil- 
lages ruined.

The first day of the second 


moratorium of the peace move- 
ment seeking an immediate end 
to the Vietnam War ended quiet- 
ly. The second day, prelude to 
what could be the biggest peace 
demonstration in the nation's 
annals, began the same way as 
the march continued through 
the night. 


The march, which began at 


dark in a tangle of commuter 
traffic, was all that was happen- 
ing. There were no incidents. 


The marchers said they would 


continue until dawn Saturday, 
until the name of every G.I. 
slain in the long war had been 
called to the President's hous<>, 
then dropped in coffins at the 
foot of the Capitol grounds.

Spurgeon J. Winters, 19, was 
shot and killed by other police- 
men who told of seeing Winters 
shoot 
Rappaport in the face 


with a shotgun as the patrolman 
lay wounded on a sidewalk.

first moon landing in July, was 
successful, space agency offi- 
cials emphasized that flying to 
the moon is not easy and that 
danger lies all along the translu- 
nar trail. 


Apollo 12's goal is to make a 


pinpoint landing in the moon's 
Ocean of Storms and a start on 
a new age of exploration. 


"Apollo 11 proved that man 


can land on the rnoon. Apollo 12 
will start the detailed geological 
exploration 
of the lunar sur- 


face," said Conrad, who will 
command the 10-day mission. 


As stunning as the Apollo 11 


landing was in July, it was only 
a beginning. Apollo 12 is the 
first 
of nine 
moon landings 


planned in the Apollo program 
in the next three years to ex- 
plore various areas of the moon. 


Each will become more diffi- 


cult, as the two-man teams at- 
tempt to land in such places as 
mountains and inside craters. 


Thus, perfection of the pin- 


point landing is a major goal of 
Apollo 12—to demonstrate fu- 
ture- crews can touch down with 
confidence. 


Apollo 11 missed its landing 


site by ahuut four miles for a 
number of reasons, mainly ac- 
tion by the lunar module tlirust- 
ers that altered the orbital path 
slightly.

This is the last home game 


for the Bobcat seniors, who have 
for known success until this 
year's 8-2 mark entering the 
Nashville 
and Arkadelphia fi- 


nales. The Scrappers are 5-4 for 
the season and are the under- 
dogs, but no one with any sense 
will count them out. 


It should be a real crowd- 


pleaser, matching two of the 
most exciting runners in Ark- 
ansas in Nashville's Allen Ray 
and the Bobcats' Artis Martin. 
Ray scored five touchdowns in 
his first high school game last 
season, and since then he has 
been racking up yards by the 
mountains. 


Artis Martin, who passed the 


1000-yard mark in rushing yard- 
age last week by Increasing his 
total to 1024, is making a late 
run for the Region 4-AA scoring 
title and now stands second with 
78 points, only four behind Jim- 
my Harris of Fairview.

That is an impressive set of 


figures, but the kicking game 
also shows up with Ronny Brown 
leading 4-AA in extra points with 
29, seven more than the nearest 
competitor, and in field goals 
with three. 


The Bobcats want to show that

nicians are men. but women 
predominate in many of the 
semiskilled categories such 
as printer operators, slide 
mounters and photocheckers 
and assemblers.

There will be an Eisen- 


hower one-dollar coin, that 
much is certain, but whether 
or not it will contain 40 per 
cent silver or no silver at all 
still remains a secret in 
Washington. 


The House is pretty well 


divider! on the subject and, 
accorrHn<j to Iowa Congress- 
man H. R. Gross, unless we 
quit accepting coinage of no 
intrinsic value and an irre- 
deemable p a p e r currency, 
the Banking and 
Currency 


Committee soon will recom- 
mend the return of wampum 
as a final and humiliating 
form of a national circulat- 
ing medium. 


"The North American In- 


dians used it and apparently 
it served them well in their 
primitive economy. If that 
does not do the job, I assume 
the Banking and Currency 
Committee will then recom- 
mend legislation to provide 
for what the Narragansett 
I n d i a n s called wampum 
peag, which is a cheaper 
form of wampum. 


"It looks something like 


this which I hold in my hand, 
and it comes in all colors, 
just as does the scrap-metal 
money the silverless Eisen- 
hower dollar l e g i s l a t i o n 
would 
authorize." And to 


demonstrate his point, the 
c o n g r e s s m a n displayed a 
handful 
of washers, 
bolts 


and locknuts he refers to as 
mini-wampum. 
"I 
see no 


reason why," continued the 
Iowa lawmaker, "these nice 
washers and locknuts could 
not be used for the payment 
of sales taxes." 


The Senate r e s o l u t i o n 


called for a silver-content. 
Eisenhower dollar, with 40 
votes for and 
21 against. 


However, the House bill sup- 
porting a n o n s i 1 v e r coin 
passed with 257 votes for and 
65 against. From here on, 
the outcome will depend on 
Senate action and particu- 
larly on the personal deci- 
sion of Sen. Wallace Bennett, 
R-Utah, who has been man- 
aging the legislation in the 
Senate.

lation that disturb me very 
much. First, the remote pos- 
sibility of a one-dollar coin 
in a silverless metal, regard- 
less of whom it commemo- 
rates, and, second, the rec- 
ommended design for the re- 
verse of the Eisenhower dol- 
lar to show a symbolic eagle 
of Apollo 11 landing on the 
moon. 


In the first instance, ctipro- 


nickcl coinage in any denom- 
ination has been a very hu- 
miliating experience for the 
people of the United States 
and one we are not likely to 
a c c e p t for some time to 
come. But to add insult to in- 
jury by issuing a silverless 
one-dollar 
coin 
is 
nothing 


short of a coup dc grace to 
a coinage that was once the 
envy of every nation in the 
world. 


The likeness of any great 


American on such a coin 
would 
most certainly not 


compliment the person nor 
the coin and to authorize 
such an issue in the name 
and commemoration of one 
such as Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower should be vehemently 
o p p o s e d by every man, 
woman and child physically 
able to express disapproval 
to their congressmen. Eisen- 
hower was an international 
personality and 1 am not 
sure we have the right to 
recognize him in any but an 
appropriate manner. 


To depict man's accom- 


plishments in space by in- 
cluding s y m b o l i s m s con- 
nected with the Apollo 11 
flight on the reverse of the 
proposed dollar is like carry- 
ing water on both shoulders 
while r u n n i n g downhill. 
This event should and could 
be celebrated on a separate 
coin without having to take 
from or share with the Ei- 
senhower dollar. Both pro- 
grams arc worthy of individ- 
ual pieces and, since we find 
it impractical to strike com- 
memorative silver memen- 
tos of each, let's not embar- 
rass history further by divid- 
ing our appreciation. 


If you honestly believe the 


Treasury should issue a one- 
dollar coin commemorating 
Eisenhower in at least a 40 
per cent silver metal, write 
your convictions on a post 
card and direct it either to 
your congressman or to Ben- 
nett at the Senate 
Office 


Building, Washington, D.C. 
The d e c i s i o n is yours to 
make, not your congress- 
man's. The time is short 
and, if public opinion is to be 
felt, it must be heard within 
the next few clays.
